Rioting and pillage are in progTM 
in Warsaw, in spite of the - presence 
of large numbers of troops. British 
Consular officers there are reported 
to have been assaulted by Hussars, 
and the matter, it is said, has been 
called to the attention of the St . 
Petersburg Government by the 
British Ambassador. A severe storm 
at Moscow aided the authorities 
there in averting disorder, which 
was thought to be impending. There 
were no disturbances in St. Peters- 
burg. In Batoum, Prince Gurielly, 
an officer of the police was assassi- 
nated. 

The influence of Grand Duke Ser- 
gius, the foremost of reactionaries, 
is alleged to have governed Emperor 
Nicholas ever since the strike 
troubles began. Reports continue 
rife that the terrorists are prepared 
to resume their activities. 

Father Gopon, the leader of the 
St. Petersburg workmen, is reported 
to have escaped to Stockholm. The 
Holy Synod has denounced him as a 
"criminal priest " a betrayer of his 
sacred office. 

The War in the East 

The Russians have amassed 65,000 
men on the Japanese left and are 
bombarding the left and center, 
while attacks are taking place all 
along the line. These attacks have 
thus far been replused, and there 
was stubborn fighting Sunday, the 
net results being a Japanese ad- 
vance, the Russians retreating to the 
right bank of the Hun river. The 
casualties have not yet been report- 
ed.

adult buffalo bull is a creature of Im- 
posing grsndeur. If you are an Ameri- 
can, no doubt you take some pride in 
the fact that one of the grandest ani- 
mals of sll time is a native of this 
country; I urge you to let your pride 
In this matter prompt you to do some 
act, however small, tending to save 
this animal for future generations of 
Americans. If you have no time to do 
more, will you not write me ever so 
brief a note expressing approval of a 
definite plan to preserve the buffalo, 
and I will see that your views are 
brought to the attention of the govern- 
nien'. Your letter will be In good 
company, and will be filed with letters 
from many of the leading men In the 
United States, Including President 
Hoosevelt himself 

If you are a lover of animals then 
rou must be doubjy Interested In the 
fate of the bison— sufficiently interest- 
ed, I feel sure, to raise a hand to help 
iu a reasonable movement for his pres- 
ervation. It Is a good thing to be in 
favor of having desirable ends accom- 
plished, but It is not quite enough. The 
desirable ends are never accomplished 
until somebody actually does some- 
thing toward their accomplishment, 
and where all are Interested, all should 
help, at least a little. If you desire a 
thing, surely It should not be too much 
trouble to ask for It 

If you are a naturalist, no argument 
la necessary; you know only too well 
i hat the passing of the bison would 
be an Irreparable loss to the fauna of 
this country Your assistance in this 
movemeut iu most earnestly solicited, 
for it Is to you and your brethren that 
the country looks for advice in mat- 
ters of this kind Perchance you are 
a member of some natural history so- 
ciety; if so can you not bring this 
matter before the members at some 
meeUng in the near future, and if pos 
sible urge them to pass a Bet of reso- 
lutions setting forth the necessity of 
saving the bison, and expressing their 
sympathy with the present movement 
to save him. If you are a writer, do 
not fall to write some letter or article 
in favor of the preservation of the buf- 
falo, and if you need illustrations, come 
to me and for this purpose I will give 
you what I can spare. If you lecture, 
a ftv«-mlnnt*i talk In favor of the prea- 
ervatlon of the bison, and if you need 
a few lantern slides, perhaps I can 
put you in the way of getting them 
without a great amount of trouble to 
yourself. 

If you are Interested In educational 
matters, take the first opportunity to 
see a fine specimen of a living buffalo, 
give him five minutes' thoughtful at- 
tention, and then ask yourself if he is 
worth saving. As you look upon his 
mighty frame, you will read Intelli- 
gently long chapters from the early 
history of our country. Perhaps for 
the first time you will get the real 
flavor of the life of the Indian — a life I 
Inseparable from the life of the great 
creature before you.

The party of the second 
part agrees to furnish hogsheads to 
be of oak staves, or other hard wood t 
well seasoned and of good cooperage. 
Standard size of hogsheads is 56 to 
58 inches long, and 4-4 inches in head; 
but for short leaf and extra long, a 
smaller or larger hogshead may be 
used, when most advantageous from 
an aspect of sale value to do so; each 
hogshead is to have six good hoops. 

Eleventh. It is agreed by second 
party, that three correct samples of 
not less than eight hands each, are 
to be taken of each hogshead, cor- 
rectly put up, sealed, tagged and 
marked as hereafter instructed by 
first party, with the name of second 
party plainly written on each sam- 
ple. 

Twelfth. Second party agrees to 
keep one of these in good condition, 
until end of season, or until tobacco 
is sold and delivered, when it be- 
comes the property uf the Associa- 
tion; the other two samples to be de- 
livered to the Association at its op- 
tion. 

Thirteenth. The party of the first 
part agrees with the party of 
second part, that every member of 
this Association is to deliver his to- 
bacco, in good order for prizing, 
and the party of the second part 
hereby agrees, that if any member 
of said Association tenders his tobac- 
co for prizing, to the party of the 
second part; not in proper condition 
or order for prizing, he is to decline 
to receive it. 

Fourteenth. It is agreed by sec- 
ond party that the prizing house 
id by him shall b« in good, safe 
condition, so as to protect tobacc 
consistent way against changes of the 
weather. 

Fifteenth. The party of the 
ond part agrees to carry at his own 
expense, for the benefit of any mem 
berof this Association patronizing 
him, what is known as a hianket 
policy of insurance, which is to cov 
er in a fair valuation all tobacc left 
with second party for prizing. 
Sixteenth. The party of the sec 



ond part agrees to make a good and 
sufficient bond, for the faithful and 
competent performance of his con- 
tract, by a Guarantee Company, to 
be approved by first party. 

Seventeenth. It is agreed and 
made a part of the within contract, 
that the party of the second hart 1- 
to receipt any member of said Akho- 
ciation in the following manner: 
Weight of leaf, weight of seconds, 
and weight of lugs; and the second 
l>arty furthermore agrees that each 
member's crop left with him, is to 
be kept separate from the tobacco of 
any other member, and that only, 
nanta of two or more members 
shall be put in the same hogBhead. 

Eighteenth. The party of the 
second part furthermore agre** 
that the books of his prizing-house 
shall be kept in an accurate way, so 
that they may be easily understood; 
that his books shall at all tiroes b+' 
subject to an inspection by an of 
ficialofthis Association or by an 
accountant or attorney, that might 
be selected by this Association, so 
far as they relate to any transaction 
between second party and a member 
of this Association; and that second 
party further agrees to render to 
this Association or to a member of 
same, for his own tobacco, single or 
duplicate statement?, in writing, of 
weights, etc., etc. 

Nineteenth. It is agreed by first 
party that the members of this As- 
sociation are to do all hauling, to 
and from the prizing-house ..f second 
party. 

Twentieth. It is agreed by the 
first party, that all tobacco is to be 
assorted by the member of the As- 
sociation to whom the tobacco be- 
longs, into three classes -leaf, 
seconds and lugs tied in small 
hands; but that such further as- 
sorting as is necessary to most ad- 
vantageously sell the tobacco, is ts 
be done by second party, and that 
all tobacco belonging te such mem- 
ber shall be stripped, before aay 
part of same is delivered t« secon*" 
party for prizing. 

Twenty -first. Second party here 
by agrees that he is not to be in any 
sense a purchaser or dealer r.f to- 
bacco. 

Twenty-second. It Is agreed be- 
tween both parties to this contract, 
that they will be guided largely 
by what is customary as to any de- 
crease of weight.in tobacco left with 
second party for prizing, but in any 
case to abide what Is fair and equK 
able. 

Twenty -third. It is agreed by 
both parties to this contract, that in 
the event the member of this Asso- 
ciation having tobacco prized, by 
second party, elects u> pay cash, 
second party Lj to receive same in 
settlement, or if such member of 
this Association wants second party 
give him time to pay for such ser 
:e, second party can, at his own 
election, and upon his own responsi- 
bility, do that, but where tobacco 
goes to a storage house, if the charg- 
es have not been otherwise arrang- 
ed for, they are to follow as an ad- 
vancement upon the tobacco, in the 
usual way; it is positively understood 
and agreed that second jjarty is not 
to surrender tobacco, left with him 
to be prized, until charges have been 
arranged for. in an entirely busi- 
ness-like way. 

Twenty. fourth. It is agreed by 
both purties to this contract, thai 
never its terms are not fulfilled 
^ ither one, the other shall have 

let, and that no tobacco shall he. 
:eived by second party, from a 
member of this Association, aftei 
10 date Of said annulment. 
Twenty-fifth. It is agreed be- 
tween both parties to this contract, 
that whereas, the object of this con- 
tract, is the mutual benefit of all 
parties concerned, that where eithci 
sees the property or interest of the 
other being injured or in jeopardy, 
it shall be the duty of such party to 
immediately report such injury or 
jeopardy to the other. 

Twenty-sixth. This contract is 
not binding unless countersigned by 
the Chairman of the County Commit- 
tee in which County it is made

Choosing a dark night for 
his purpose the Apache stealthily en- 
tered the old man s lodge and was cau- 
tiously approaching, hit sleeping vic- 
tim when he observed, by the aid of a 
feeble light from the lodge fire, that 
the glass eye was wide open and star- 
ing directly at him One glance was 
enough for the would-be aaaassln and, 
turning about, he hastened to escape 
from the wlckeup. The noise of forrt- 
i within the lodgo awakened the 
nan, but before he could spring 
from his bed and reach the door the 
intruder had disappeared in the dark- 
ness.

One thousand, three hundred feet chronic 
below J he surface of the sea. and not weak- 
a living thing in Its waters or on its | nam 
coasts, ars a Tew of the facta which 
mark the Dead Sea aa the most mys- 
terious spot In the world. 

Although this body of water is but 
20 miles from Jerusalem, and 
in the heart of a country historically 
famous for more than G.000 years, its 
banks and expanse have never been 
thoroughly explored. In the Bible the 
I>ead Sea la known aa the sea of Sod- 
om, but by the Arabs it Is called Bahr 
Lut (sea of Lot i During the summer 
the beat on the shores of this body of 
wster Is terrible, and to a Visitor It 
seems that the pressure of the salt- 
laden atmosphere is unendurable. 

The Dead Sea la so far below the 
level of the sea that there In no outlet,

and the entire volume of the 8,000,000 
tons of water which the Jordan pours 
Into It every day must be carried away 
by evaporation, thus leaving a large 
quantity of salt behind. There la not 
a solitary dwelling on its shores, and 
no fish or water animal possesses 
strength sufficient to sustain Itself for 
any length of time beneath the sur- 
face. From the north shore the sea 
StratelMa out 0?« 40 uiUeS toward the 
south, and Is on an average from seven 
to nine miles wide. The water Is of 
greenish blue and so clear that one 
can see for many feet beneath the sur- 
face, thus giving tt a weird, uncanny 
appearance. 

Mountains rise precipitously to a 
height of from 2,600 to 3,000 feet above 
the Dead Sea on its eastern shore, but 
back of this range lies the fertile table 
land of Moab, which comprises an area 
of about 1.000 square miles. Evidence 
of a vast population which Inhabited 
the country about the sea centuries 
ago Is to be found on the western 
shore, where ruins of great towns are 
thickly scattered. On the border of the 
plain mentioned above, near the Ara- 
bian desert, stands a remarkable ruin, 
consisting of a palace 570 feet square, 
which is known as Mashetta, and In 
this is embodied the finest work of art 
to bo seen anywhere In the region, is 
fact, it is believtd that there Is noth- 
ing In ths world which can surpass It 
la beauty. 

The United States government sent 
out an expedition to the Dead sea in IS 17 
under the captaincy of Lieut. Lynch 
who spent over three weeks on the bo- 
som of this body of water, and during his 
stay acquired a large amount of knowl- 
edge concerning it. Practically all the 
factB which we now possess came from 
the fruits of the Lynch enterprise. 
Lynch describes the awful storm which 
greeted him upon his arrival at the Dead 
sea after a long Journey on- the Jordan. 
HU boat was plated with metal, and the 
weight of the waves actually bent the 
plating in many places. He describes 
It as a bombardment of waves of lead. 
When It Is renumbered that ordinary 
sea water contains from tour to six per 
cent. of solid matter and that the Dead 

does not present such a remarkable as- 
pect. Lieut. Lynch discovered that the 
Dead aea is made up of two distinct 
plains, both submerged, one 13 feet be- 
low the surface and the other 1.300 feet 
below. He also found a depression at 
the bottom, which runs through ths 
northerly plain from north to 
This Is a great fault In the eartt 
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he surface. Ii 
believed that the western slide fell some 
6,000 feet, while tho strata of sandstone 
on the eastern shore was but slightly de- 
pressed. ^ 

Until about the year 1892 there was 
visible at the north end of the sea an 
Ich was reached from the shore 
eway submerged a few Inches 
he surface. Since that time 
tho body of land has disappeared and 
trace of it has been found. 

A strong current has been found 
exist In the sna by the few explorers who 
have ventured out upon Its waters, and It 
ha been the source of much speculation. 
It cannot be Induced by wind currents, 
point* out one .stent 1st, scd so the only 
explanation for Us preseuce Is unequal 
barometric pressure or subterra 
affluents. The rise of sea level, spoken 
of above, brings to light a strange fact. 
A short diatancs east of the place where 
the Jordan empties into the Dead 
about fio feet from the shore, stand 
eral living trees completely Incased in 
salt and giving a decidedly "queer" as-
